SCHOOL REPORT. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY I5, I902. 


It has been the aim of the school board this year to have 
better schools than we have had before. Nothing redounds so 
much to the credit of the town as good schools. It should be 
our pride to make them just as good as we can. We may have 
to be satisfied with a little improvement each year, but let us 
be sure that we are always going forward. 

Much of the work—we wish we could say all—has been en- 
couraging and satisfactory, 

The most pressing need for the coming year is in the East 
Andover school. It should first be graded—an easy task pro- 
vided all interested realize the need and the remedy. It has 
too many scholars and classes for one teacher. The school 
house is too small and is uncomfortable and unpleasant alike 
for teacher and scholars. If the school continues as large as it 
is now the school district will soon have to consider and settle 
the question of increased accommodations for it. A larger and 
better house is surely desirable. We believe East Andover 
should have such a one. 

We think we have demonstated that it is both possible and 
practicable to have winter schools. In four districts the attend- 
ance for December, January and February has been excellent. 
Special mention should here be made of the Boston Hill, 
West Andover, Dyer’s Crossing and Andover schools, where 
children and teachers have shown that cold weather can as well 
be endured in school as out.

The cost per pupil for maintaining these schools from thirty- 
one to thirty-six weeks has not been unreasonable. 


We wish to call the attention of parents and guardians to the 
law which now requires the attendance of all children between 
the ages of eight and fourteen a// the tzme the schools are in 
session. 

Under the law going into effect in August, 1902, every child 
in New Hampshire is entitled to high school instruction at the 
expense of the town. This town wisely forestalled that law 
and under statutory provisions has voluntarily given its pupils 
what the law now requires it to give them. 


Last year we paid fifty-two tuitions in the high school course 
at Proctor academy. ‘This year seventy-one have been paid. 
Next year there will probably be as many or more high school 
pupils. 

We recommend, therefore, that the district raise not less 
than $700 to pay high school tuitions. 


We also recommend that $500, in addition to the sum re- 
quired by law, be raised for the support of our common schools 
and $200 for repairs.

The number of borrowers at Andover was 98; at East 
Andover 70. The number of books issued at Andover was 
1,216;at East Andover 664. Total number of borrowers 168 ; 
total circulation 1,880. 

After the destruction of the main library at Andover on Jan. 
13, 1901, the few books remaining, together with those after- 
wards purchased, were arranged in a room in the boarding 
house belonging to Proctor academy. Arrangements are now 
completed to place the library in a commodious room on the 
second floor of the new Proctor academy, 

As wiil be seen from the financial report, the trustees have 
expended nearly $600 for new books which, with more than 
100 volumes presented during the progress of the bazaar by 
friends of the librarian and with other donations, now consti- 
tute a much better library than was possessed before the fire. 
The inhabitants of the town and the members of the Ladies’ 
Bazaar association are heartily congratulated on the remarkable 
success attained by the ladies in their efforts to raise funds for 
the benefit of the town library.
